Chalk is one of the most important 
rude materials brought to this country 
or manufacturing purposes. It enters 
_,rgelj- into the manufaoture of rubber, 
gt'loth, wallpaper and paint, and,after 
cing refined, puriiicd and made into 
powderof various degrees o£ fineness 


s sold on the markat for hundreds of 
urposca for which no other material 
irould be as useful. It is one of the few 
articles used in the tradcsiWhich come 
,lmost exclusively from Europe. Some 
ihalk beds have been discovered in the 
Jnttcd States, but the expanse of trans- 
ortingitis too great to make the homo 
iroduot a successful competitor with 
lie foreign article. It Isi found in the 
jank of the Thames river, at Dieppe and 
.ear Copenhagen, and is shipped to this 
country in crude condition. There is 
no duty on chalk, and it usually cornea 
as ballast in bulk. About 1M.OOO tons 
eame to the United States last year. 


There is nothing' complicated about 


its preparation for the market. It is 
placed in 
lni(?e 
grinding1 machines 


where it 19 ground in water and then 
loated oiT into rats, where all foreign 
substances and impurities arc precipi- 
tated. The water is then drawn off by 
n series of filtering operations and the 
soft residuum is dried by steam heat 
and exposure to the air.'
